rived at after watch ing th e perform­ 
ance of various kinds of alfalfa on 
th e experiment field at 1 rbana and on 
th e branch field at DeKalh . 
Grimm Best Vieid er. 
During th e past six y ears at De- 
Kalb. a variegated variety of Grimm 
known as Baltic lias been th e best 
y i elder with an average production 
of 4.G tons per acre. 
Th e varieties 
were cut th ree 
times each 
season. 
Th e second h igh est variety was South 
Dakota No. 12, with a y ield of 4.07 
tons. 
South Dakota Grimm y ielded 
3.75 tons; Kansas common 8.30 tons; 
South Dakota common 3.10 toil- and 
Turkestan 2.0. 
Th e latter variety h a s 
been on th e market in large quantities 
but Is not h ardy enough to make 
a 
good variety for Illinois. 
At Urban» , South Dakota No. 12 
y ielded best with an average of 4.1 
tons per acre. 
Idah o was second with 
3,9 tons. 
Th en came Kansas com­ 
mon with 3.3 tons Grimm 3.7 tons, 
Cossack 3.0 tons, and Argentine with 
only about 25 per cent as much as th e 
oth er varieties. 
T im e o f Cu ttin g . 
Th e study of time of cutting indi­ 
cates th at th e best y ields will h e ob­ 
tained wh en th e alfalfa is cut wh en it 
is In full bloom. 
Th e next I est y ield 
was secured wh en th e alfalfa was cut 
wh en it was one-tenth in bloom. 
Th e 
poorest y ield was obtained wh en it 
was cut at th e time th e new sh oots 
were beginning to come. 
Th is h as 
been th e time formerly used by many 
growers but In trials with oth er dates 
of cutting proved to h e inadvisable. 
Th e study carried on sh ows th at th e 
best time for seeding is in th e spring 
with a nurse crop of early grain, eith er 
oats or barley . 
Th e y ields from al­ 
falfa seeded in th e spring h ave aver­ 
aged about one-h alf ton par aere bet­ 
ter th an llie y ields of fall seeded al­ 
falfa.

If all, or nearly so, of th e liens in a 
flock are good lay ers, it is almost im­ 
possible to overfeed th em. Th e biddies 
will use tlie raw material, grain, to 
manufacture th e finish ed product, eggs, 
and th eir bodies will merely lie main­ 
tained in good ph y sical condition, but 
if th e majority of th e liens tend toward 
tlie beefy ty pe, a line of demarcation 
must h t1 drawn between under and over 
feeding, because beefy h ens undoubted­ 
ly lay more eggs if not too well fed and 
will be at th eir best if made to dig 
h ard for. every kernel of grain th ey get. 
except just before going to roost at 
nigh t, wh en th ey may h ave a fairly 
tilling feed ; wh ile decidedly unde r f e d 
birds h ave noth ing left with wh ich to 
manufacture eggs after body 
main­ 
tenance. 


Damage by Rats

Variety of Seed, Time of 
Seeding and When to Cut 
Are Perplexing. 


The three problems 
which 
worry 
alfalfa grow ers the most are variety 
to seed, time of seeding, and time of 
cutting. 
The University 
of 
Illinois 
has been studying these problems for 
several 
years. 
Conclusions 
on 
the 
most suitable varieties have been ar­ 
rived ut after watching the perform­ 
ance of various kinds of alfalfa on 
the experiment field at I rbnna and on 
the branch field at DeKalb. 
Grim m Best Yielder. 
During the past six years at De­ 
Kalb, a variegated variety of Grimm 
known as Baltic bas been the best 
yielder with an average production 
of 4.0 tons per acre. 
The varieties 
were 
cut 
three 
times each 
season. 
The second highest variety was South 
Dakota No. 12, with a yield of 4.07 
tons. 
South Dakota Grimm yielded 
3.75 tons; Kansas common 3.89 tons; 
South Dakota common 3.10 tons and 
T a rtest an 2.0. 
The latter variety has 
been on the market In large quantities 
but Is not hardy enough to make 
a 
good variety for Illinois. 
At Urbana, South Dakota No. 12 
y ie l d e d best with an average of 4.1 
tons per acre. 
Idaho was second with 
8,0 tons. 
Then came 
Kansas com­ 
mon with 3.3 tons, Grimm 8.7 tons. 
Cossack 3.6 tons. and Argentine with 
only about 25 per cent as much as the 
other varieties. 
Tim e of Cutting. 
The study of time of cutting indi­ 
cates that the hest yields will he ob­ 
tained when the alfalfa is cut when it 
is in full bloom. 
The next test yield 
was secured when the alf alfa was cut 
when it was one-tenth in bloom. 
'The 
poorest yield was obtained when it 
was cut at the time th# new shoots 
were beginning to come. 
This has 
been the time formerly used by many 
growers hut In trials with other dates 
of cutting proved to be inadvisable. 
The study carried on shows that the 
best time for seeding Is in the spring 
with a nurse c ro p of early grain, either 
oats or barley. 
The yields from al­ 
falfa seeded in the spring have aver­ 
aged about one half ton per acre bet­ 
ter than the yields of fall seeded al­ 
falfa. 
This study indicates that farm­ 
ers can generally follow the recom­ 
mendations made in this article, 
Seed 
a hardy variety that 
h a s 
shown a 
satisfactory performance; seed in the 
spring with a nurse crop, and cut 
when In full bloom for highest aver­ 
age yields.

If all, or nearly sn. ut’ the liens in a 
flock are good layers, it is almost im­ 
possible to overfeed them. 
T h e biddies 
will use the raw material, grain, to 
manufacture the finished product, eggs, 
and their bodies will me#rely be main­ 
tained In good physical condition, but 
if the majority of the hens tend toward 
Hie beefy type, a line of demarcation 
must be drawn between under and over 
feeding, because beefy hens undoubted 
ly lay more eggs if not too well fed aud 
will be at their hest if made to dig 
hard for every kernel of grain they get 
except J u>! before going to roost at 
night, when they may have a fairly 
tilling feed ; while decidedly underfed 
birds have nothing left with which to 
manufacture eggs after body main 
tenance.

.Sweet clover seldom causes 
bloat, and for years was considered 
harmless in that respect.
